You will treat the French Consul-General as the Age of = Power which, 
for special reasons belonging to its domestic policy, hes been unable to join the 
other Four Powers in the engagements made with the Sultan, but which is not 
hostile to the views of the Four Powers, and which has formally declared its 
intention to offer no opposition to the measures which the Four Powers may 
think it right to adopt.

: rll sce by the inclosures in my despatch No, 15, that Her Majesty's 
Gove has entered into a Conveotion with Austra, Prusia, Tiamiss aad 
‘Turkey, for the purpose of circumscribing the power of Mchemet Ali within 
limite compatible with the independence and integrity of the Turkish Empire. 
Mehemet Ali must necessarily feel, when he learns that fact, that successful 
resistance on his part is impossible; and that any attempt at. it would only. lead 
losing the advantages which the Sultan and his Alhes are willing to offer. 
“the only chance of success which Mebemet Ali could have, would be from 
the assistance of France ; but France will not help him. France would, indeed, 
‘oppone a hostile coalition. with the Powers above-mentioned, if those 
Peers were to threaten to invade France, to insult her honour, or to attack ber 
Possessions; but France will not go to war with the other Great Powers of 
Europe in order to belp Mchemet Ali, nor has she the means of doing s0. 
France has, it ie true, a flect of fifteen sail of the line in. the Mediterranean, 
‘and she might root ndd three more to that number, but that is nearly the whole 
Amount of her available fleet y and she could not send to sea a much greater 
foree, if she were to go to war with the Four Powers. Great Britain, on the other 
hand! could, in case of war, send to sca a fleet which would aweep the Ocean, 
‘France hax now 60,000 men in Algeria, and in order to supply reinforce 
ments to fill up casualties in that army, she must maintain a large force at 
Narme apecially a a reserve for her African troaps. How, in this state of thing, 
Coukl France wantonly engage in war with the Great Military Powers of 
cron trae, However, that in the event of war, France would so0n be relieved 
from any einbarrasement atising out. of her occupation of Algeria, because 
Jou of that possession would be the first effect of a naval war, For if a 
British fleot were only to cut off the communication between France and Algiers, 
fecer ui the Moors woul soon dispose ofthe French (rope in Afi 
Tt is certain, therefore, that France will take no active part in favour of 
Mehemet Alt, and the French Government have repeatedly told us so. | France 
will wait—will lie by ; and if Mebemet Ali should be able to resist the Allies for 
ny length of time, she will then affer herself ss a mediator, But it will be the 
tines of the Four Powers so to press Meberet Ali, as not to give France such 
is Sen that orders have been given to the British fleet to act at once, 
by cutting off the communication between Syria and Egypt, and by helping the 
Syrians. If Mebemet Ali should complain of this, and of its being done wit 
ice, you will remind hin civilly, that we are the Allies ‘of the Sultan, and 
fave a fight to help the faithful wubjects of the Sultan in maintaining their 
tlegiance, anf fo assist the Sultan against those of his subjects who are in revatt 
fagainst bia, as Mehemet Ali is; and that Mebemet Ali, not being an inde- 
pendent Sovereign with whom the Four Powers have any political relations, 
Mose Powers are not bound to give him any notice of their intended pro- 
ceedings. 
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If Mehemet Ali should threaten to-use any personal violence towards your- 
self, or towards the British subjects and property in Ezypt, or to interrupt the 
passage of our Indian mails, cither going or coming, you will request him 
seriously to consider whether he can have anything to gain by insulting and 
E ones a great and formidable Power like England, and in thus converting that 
which is now a measure of general European policy into a special and direct 
juarrel between hin end Great Britain, ft must be easy enough to tee which of 
¢ two is likely to have the worst of it in such a collision. 

‘The best course which Mehemet Ali can pursue, even if he means to resist 
instead of submitting, is to be &s civil as he can to the Allied Powers, and 
‘not to compel them to resent insults offered to themselves, as well as to assist in 
mnintaining the rights of the Sultan 

Jf yon should od your perena’ situation unmitale to the honour and 
dignity of your country, you will of course embark ; but it is desirable that you 
should stay as long as you properly can do go, in order to be an organ of 
communication with the Pasha 

‘You will assure Mebemet Ali that the British Government is not guided, in 
the course which it is pursuing, by any ill will to him, but solely by paramount 
considerations of European policy; and, indeed, the terms which ure to be 
offered to him, are the best proof that we do not wish to destroy hit, or to 
Press upon him more heavily than is necessary for the accomplishment of the 
reat political objects in view. But he sbould clearly comprehend that. these 
offers are like the Sibyltine books = and that the longer he holds of, the less he 
‘will ultimately get.

1 HAVE, to acquaint you that engagements have been entered into 
between the Goveroments of Great Britain, Austria, Prussia, Russia, and the 
Porte, for the purpose of effecting a pacification of the Levant; and that. in 
Pursuance of those engagements, the naval forces of Great Britain and Austria 

afford support and asistance to the Syrian subjects of the Porte, in their 
‘endeavours to relieve themselves from the rule of Mehemet Ali, in order to 
return to their allegiance to the Sultan, 

Sit Hobet Stopfonl has accordingly received oners from Her Majesty 
Goverument, ia pursnanice of which Hor Majesty's squadron will {inediately 
appear on the const of Syria: and T have to instruct you to place yoursalf in 
coramunication with Sir Robert Stopford, or the Comtianding Officer of any of 
‘Her Majesty's ships in your neighbourtiood, and to afford to them every 
information you can give them which inny be useful to them for the scrvico in 
which they are engazed; and you will, moreaver, attend to any directions Sir 
Robert Stopford may, from time to time, find oceasion to give to you, 

‘You will cause it to be generally known, that Her Majesty and the Sove- 
reigns of Austrio, Prussia, and Russia, have entered into engazements with the 
Sultan to reestablish the dominion of His Highnose in Syria; and you will 
facilitate, as far as you may be able to do #o with a

My Lord, Foreign Office, July 17, 1840. 
1 HAVE to acquaint your Excellency, that arrangements will be made for 
placing at Sir Robert Stopford's disposal, from Her Majesty's stores at Malta, 
5,000 stand of arms, and a due proportion of ammunition ; and that Sir 
Robert Stopford will be instructed to supply these arms and ammunition to the 
Syrians who ure in resistance to the troops of Mehemet Ali, if he should find 
that such a supply would be useful towards obtaining the results contemplated 
by the Coy iow recently signed between the Four Powers and the Porte. 
Sle Robert Stopford will be Tostructed to furnish your Excellency ‘with an 
account of the arms and ammunition which he may thus distribute, and of the 
parties to whom he may distribute them. 
T have to instruct your Excellency to state to the Turkish Government, 
that Her Majesty's Government have taken this step without waiting to be sure 
the Turkish Government will repay the value of these arms and ammu- 
nition ; but that Her Majesty's Government can have no doubt that the Porte 
will do so, when it resent dificulties are over ; and that the charge for these 
arms and ammunition will be at the rates which will hereafter be coonunicated 
to you, 
"Your Excellency. will obtain from the Porte a written assurance of 
repayment.

T have, at the same time, to nequaint your Excellency, that arrangements 
will be mady for embarking on board the squadron under the orders of Adsiral 
Sir Robert Stopford, a small detachment of Artillery, with a proportion of 
Sappers and Miners, and two or three Officers of Engineers, to be employed on 
ny service in which Sie Robert Stopford may require them to act in conjunction 
with the mariges of his squadron,

Mr, Bulwer to Viscount Palmerston —(Reeeived July 19,) 


(No. 19) 

My Lord, Paris, July 17, 1840, 
L HAD a tong ex maversation. this "morning on the subject of 

Eastern Affairs, with M ¢ began by observing that he was aware 

that reports had reached your Lordship, of endeavours made by the French 

Government to annihilate the negotiations at London, by promoting a direct 
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negotiation between Mehemet Ali and the Sultan, This, he said, he had never 
done ; and that his instructions had been strictly confined to recommending to 
both ‘parties peace and concessions. I asked him the object of M. Périer's 
mission to Egypt f i 

He said that M. Périer was sent to'the Pasha to tell him that if he offered 
to restore the Turkish fleet, he must do so in a serious and bond fide manner; 
‘and that, at the least, he must concede Adana, the Holy Cities, and Candia to 
the Porte.“ This,” said M. Thiers, “I think we can get from Mehemet Ali, 
though with difficulty; and the language 1 hold to him in favour of submission, 
is as strong as it can be, without forfeiting that influence which I hope to make 
‘useful to the interests of peace. In short,” said he, “to you I speak in his 
favour, but to himself 1 argue in favour of Turkey.” 

He then went over the question of what might be guined or lost by 
attempting to wrest Syrin from the Viceroy ; but as little was here said which 
your Lardship has pot heard before, I do notre Ho continued, however, 
to observe, that he heard some project was being now canvassed in London 
between the Four Powers. 

If, said he, England takes this course, it will certainly not be a case of 
immediate hostilities; but it is impossible to say what may ultimately occur: 
France must separate from Englands and that wath delat. Sho must increase 
her Navy and Army; and a state of irritation will be produced, which, sooner 
‘or later, will end in one of those wars which convulse Europe. 

He then read te a despatch which he had just received from Damascus, 
from which it would appear that the insurrection in Syrin is put down, 

In answer to his observations, I told him that it was too much the interest 
of both countries to maintain their present friendly relations, for me to believe 
that either would easily forego such an advantage; but calling to mind what 
had occurred last yeur, and the aupport of which the French Government had 
then, in conjunction with the other Governments, assured the Sultan, I could 
hardly conceive how it would now be possible to avoid doing something in 
favour of Turkey, if she called upon those by whom. such promises had been 
volunteered, to fulél them, ‘That as to differences as to the extent of what 
should be done, there would always be differences between States the most 
amicably dixposed towards each other ; but that still, I was quite sure it would 
give the sincerest concern to Her Majesty's Government to find that, in this or 
‘any other matter, its views were at variance with those of France. 1 then asked 
him mbat be thought of the line of demarcation fro Beyrout to Aleppo, spoken 
‘of Inst year by General Sébastiant ? ‘This he objected to, he did not. seo 
willing, indeed, to adwit that the Pasha should yield more than Adana, Candia, 
‘and the Holy Cities.

Mr. Bulwer to Viscount Palmerston—(Received Jaly 22.) 


(No. 22) 
My Loni, Paris, July 20, 1840, 
1 ASKED M. Thiers, in a friendly manner, this morning, whether the 
account given me by M. Désadés, in my despa pect to the 
French fleet that bas sailed for‘Tunis, was complete 
fa not the time, my friend, to ask or to give explanations on any parti 
cular news from London?" I sxid‘*No,"_ "Do not, then, mention in Paris 
what [tell you; but the alliance between Enghind and. France aun end 
= Guizot has received the official intelligence, that an agreement. has been 
come to. by the Four Powers, to which we have not even been asked to ndhere. 
This, however, does not souch signify ; it is merely wa affair of form it is of 
the fond of this matter that I complain more seriously, I cannot ad 
aan alliance of small questions, and_a difference on great ones. Should England 
separate from we on the Eastern Question, such a separation will be a general 
one. France will, as I have already said, isolate herself: she is confident in 
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her strength, and the more so as the Government has on this subject the whole 
population of France behind it. Should an occasion, therefore, arise on which 
the dignity or the interests of my country call upon me to act, I will do £0 
without fear and with decision. I regret it deeply; but I cannot But see in the 
state of affairs, as now announced to me, eventualities which may disturb the 
peace of Europe, 

Isaid. that, as I had no information upon the suibject on which he was 
speaking, I could say nothing positive upon it. But I was quite sure that, apart 
from the policy which my Government might think it necessary to adopt, there 
was only one desire to communicate and to pursue that policy in the manner 
least likely to offend the dignity, and best calculated to conciliate the feelings, of 
the French Government ; and that it was not for a great country like France to 
have the jealousy or susceptibility of a smaller Power ; and I added, that I was, 
moreover, certain that M. Thiers’ abilities would enable him to look beyond the 
present moment, and to perceive that, even if an important difference between 
the two countries should now unhappily arise, there were too many other cir- 
cumstances, which time was constantly developing, to strengthen the connexion, 
for him to adopt any course which would change a'temporary disagreement into 
4 permanent disusion, 

PT thought it betie, Bowever, under nll circumstances; not t protract the 
conversation, more especially as M. ‘Thiers’ first expressions are always to be 
considered as subject to revision. But it is my duty to add, that I know no 
man to whom poner cout! be intrusted ot this eial moment, more Tey to 
make an appeal to. the vanity and love of glory of his countrymen; and to 
engage in any war which he thought would add to his popularity or consolidate 
is power. ed 

The King of the French, however, will do all in his power, no doubt, to 
prevent tho dangers which might arise from this dispositi

none arrangement betwoon the Sultan and Mebetet Ali, compatible with the 
principles which Groat Britain and Austria wis iain, and. at the same 
timo calculated to secure the continuance of peace in the Lovant. 

mann observed, that a4 matters then stood, there was 
tho pla ‘on these matters by Englan 

ranco roxpectively. The E mnt, he vaid, wished to restriet 
Mehemet Ali to the hereditary Pushalio of Egypt. The French Goverument 
Wished to give to Mehemet Ali the hereditary government of all Syria besides. 
Austria, he mid, would bo glad if she could in ny way assist in bringing France 
and England to an agreement upon some middle term between these tvo 
extremes. The English Goverument bad, indeed, at one time, proposed that 
there abiould be added ae of the lower part of Syria, 
Doandedd by a tine drawn fro bottom of Lake ‘Tiberias, and 
thence along the Jordan and the ond of Gulf Akaba; bat upon 
Franco declining to wisent to eu ment, it was withdrawn by England. 
Weatt int be powible, Baron Neumann sake, forthe English Government 
‘again to make xuch an offer, adiing to it the fortress of Acre, and proposing that 
the Loundary line should be drawn from the sea const, somewhere north of 
‘Acre, to the northern cod of Lake Tiberias, and thenee along the line above 
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described; upon the understanding that this lower part of Syrin should be held 
by Mehemet Ali only for his life, and not by hereditary tenure, because Austria 
never would consent to Mchemet Ali's holding any part whatever of Syria by an 
hereditary tenure ? 

Baron Neumann said, that such an arrangement would be yery like the one 
which Count Scbastiani had more than ouce proposed to him and to Baron 
Brunnow, as well asto mo; and that, consequently, there seemed to mie a reason 
able chance of its being agreed to by France. I said, that I would most willingly 
co-operate with him in making such a proposal to M, Guizot; because, however 
much I should regret that Mchemét Ali should rotain possession of the fortress 
of Acre, nevertheless, if the Sultan should lave occupation of Beyrout, and should 
thus have gooil means of communication by sca with the middle part of Syria, 
tho occapation of the fortress of Acre tight, perhaps, not alfnd Mchemat Al 
any very formidable means of future aggression; and it might be worth while to

M. Guizot heard my statement, and said he would report it to his Govern= 
ment, and ask for instructions, as he had none applicable to such a proposal, 
After a short time, Beron Brusnow, Baron Bulow, ond Baron Noumann, spoke 
to me separately upon this matter, maying, that they hid understood from M. 
Giulaot, that the French Government bad scot to Alexatdra to consult Mehemet 
Ali upon this proposal before it could give an expromed oxtreme 
dimatifction at this saying that it war by no any of then meant 
by being parties to the proposal made to M. Gulzot. That they wore ready and 
willing to negotiate with France, but that their instructions positively forbale 
them from negotiating with Mehemet Ali, or with any agent of his, because thoie 
Courts acknowledge him in no other capacity than that of subject of the Sultan, 
and in that chareter their Courts eannot negotiate with him. ‘They said that 
this seemed to them to render any further negotiation with Franca on these 
reutters impowible, Decauve i turned out that it was not France but Meliemot 
Ali with whom the negotiation was to be carried on. 

T told them that M. Guizot had said nothing to mo about a roforence to 
Alexandria, and that-I thought it would be best that no notice shoul be taken 
of what he had said on that subject to them, That the Fronch Goverowent was 
then much occupied with Parliamentary busitos, and miglit naturally enough 
Fequire some time to consider and make up its mind on out propomal; wnd that

‘Anite acquiesced: and T did not press M. Gulzot for an 
newer, in onler not to give him an opportunity of saying that he was waiting for 
8 decision from Mehemet Ali; but, after a lapus of tise guilent to hive wcihcd 
fei, French Government to have sent to Alexandria, and to havo bad a. reply 
from thence, M. Guiznt lrought mo a private lotter from M. Thicrs, from whores

But the question at issue had assumed also another character; for the 
question now was, whether France was or was not to become the dictator of 
Europe; whether the Four Powers should be fre to follow their own views of 
their own common interests, by their own means; or whether they should be 
paralysed and spell-bound, not even by the veto of France, but merely by the 
‘want of her concurrence and co-operation. 

Tt was obvious that if they thus yielded their own policy in passive sub- 
mission to that of France, they would thereby have made a public and formal 
acknowledgment of the supremacy of France in European Affairs: and this must 
inevitably have led to vory inconvenient consequences. 

‘Among the results of such a course would certainly have been future 
disputes of a sorious charactor with France; beeanse it would have been it 
siblo but that the French Government, elated by the subinission of the Four 
Powers to its will, would have een Ted upon other questions to take steps 
and to hold language which other Powers woul! lave felt themselves wholly 
‘unable to look. 

Her Majesty's Government, and the Plenipotentiarics of Austria, Prussia, 
anit Tussi, took all those matters into their serious and deliberate consideration, 
and the result was the decision announced in the Memorandum herewith

ho should recelye instructions from Paris. Bat ho said thero were three passages 
in it, upon which ho wished at oneo to make romarky because he did not 
admit tho assertions contained or implied in those pastages, 

‘Tho fire passage wwe that in which I say that a plan of arrangement between 
tho Sultan and Mehemot Ati, which ted iately been propoyed to France, was 
founded upon ideas suggested the French Aimbawador in London; and M. 

Sulzot sik, that if that passage meant to imply that the French Goremmment 
had nythorized Count Sébastiani to propose the plan theroin alluded to, and if, 
thorefure, tho Memorandum intended to charge the French Goveromeut with 

consistency, in having at obe tine proposed a particular plan, and in having at 

vothor time rejected it, he must at ouce deny the justice of such an imputation, 
He sald, the plan in question wax proposed by Count Sébastiani, ia his individual 
capacity, without insteuetions or authority from the French Government, and 
that no trace of it could be found in the Records of the French Embassy. 

‘The plan in qtiestion was that which in my despatch, No. 44, of 25th 
Soptombor, 1890, explain to you as having been proposed by Count Séhastianl; 
‘and it consisted fn s proposal that Syria whould be divided into two parts, by a 
fino to be deawn cast and weal, somewhere about Beyrout and Damaseus, 
‘and that the part of Syria north of that line should immediately be restored to 
the Saltan, and that the portion south of that line should be retained by Mehemet 
Ali, in addition to the Pashalic of Egypt. 

T said, that I was ready to admit that Count Sebastian bad stated that he 
proposed that plan without any specific instructions; and I aided, that when I 
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made known to you that he had made such a proposal, you had informed me that 
it did not tally with the language und opinions, either of the King of the French, 
or of Marshal Soult, which, though in some material respects different from each 
‘other, were, nevertheless, both of them at variance with Count Sebastian's plan. 

‘But L showed M. Gaizot my despateh of September last to you, in order to 
prove to him that the proposal was made in a more formal’ manner than merely 
‘a5 a scheme loosely thrown out by the Count in his individual capacity, inasmuch 
as Connt Sébastiani had led me to infer, that if that plan were adopted by Her 
Majesty's Government, France would ¢0-operate in coercive measures to enforce 
it; and T pointed out to M. Guizot, how I had remarked that it was inconsistont 
in France to be willing to use coercive measures for carrying into effect an 
imperfect arrangement, and yet to decline to employ them to carry into effect a 
complete one; and how Count Sébastinni had stated in reply, that if the French 
Government could show to the Chambers and to the public, that it had made 
the best terms possible for Mehemet Ali, it would be able to justify ite partici= 
‘ation in coereive measures, in order to carry those terms into effet. 

But I said, that Count Sabastiani liad, at later periods, more than once, 
again pressed this scheme upon me, and that he had urged it upon Baron 
Brannow, and also upon Baron Neumann, who did not arrive here till tho latter 
part of December. . 

T said, that it is impossible to separate the individual and the public 
charncter of an Atbassador, in the manner implied by M- Guizot's argument, 
especially when that Ambassador is speaking to a Seerotary of State in an official 
interview, and ita conversation arising upon despatches which that Ambassador 
comes to communicate from his Court. And T added, that as it is well known 
that Count Schastiani was in direct and confidential communication with the 
King of the Freuch, the mere absence of any trace of roposal 
Pablic Reconds of the Embassy, does not aflord a conclusive proof that the Count 
had no authority for making the suggestion, 

T contended, moreover, that the words of the Memorandum give a perfectly 
sceuate eerption of the plan In question, iy representing i at “an Hc 
wuggested by the Fronch Ambassulor at London.” But of course it would bo 
‘open to the Frenel Government to make any disclaimer it might please to make 
‘a4 Lo the conclusions to be alrawn from the facts stated in tho Memorandum, 

‘Tho noxt pasage was that which statos that the French Government had 
Acolared that eortain considerations: rendered it impossible for that Goveramont 
to take part In coercive measures against Mehemet Ali. 

M. Guizot sid, the word “impossible” wae much too strong. ‘That he hind 
nover s0 used it, and be did not think the French Government could have done 
40: that France did not choose to co-operate in mensures of coorcion. to. compel 
Mehomot Ali to ovaconte the whole of Syria, Hut there were other objects for 
which, and certain eases in whieh, she fiad novor maid that sho would not join 
in courcion. That, for instanee, sho had always declared that she would Joln in 
cocreion to defend Constantinople, and to provont Ibrahim from, crossing, the 


T vali, that for # long time yust we certainly had understood from the 
Janguage held by the King of the French, and by his Ministers at Parig, not only 
to Her Majesty's Ambamador, but to the Ambassadors of other Powers, that in 
no ease would, or could the French Government join in coercive meusurus to 
foreo Mohemet Ali to submit to any given arrangement ; and that the fundamental 
principle of the French policy had therefore been, that France could be a party 
to no arrangement which Muhomiet Ali would not agroe to. voluntarily, anil 
without any coereion at all. 

‘That, to employ forve to defond Constantinople, and to prevent Tbrahim 
from crossing the Taurus was quite a different thing, and bore upon a different 
question. Tt hax been the opinion of many, that Friuee aims at dismembering 
the Turkish Empire, and at erecting’ a new and an Independent State, to consist 
of Egypt, Arabia, and Syria; but there is nothing inconsistent with that scheme 
ina declaration that Franee would not, for the presout at least, pormit the new 
Sovercign of that State to extend his territorial limits to the north of the 
‘Taurux But, with respect to the readiness of France to join in coereive measurus 
against Mchemet AK, with reference to countries south of the Taurus, and at 
present oocupied by him, T reminded M. Galant, that not long ago 1 ha stated 
ft» him that our conviction is, that if the arrangement demanded by Mehemet 








Ali, and supported by France, were to be carried into effect, and if Mehmet Ali 
wore to be made hereditary Pasha of Egypt, and of the whole of Syria, the 
certain consequence would be, that in a short time he would throw off all 
vemblance of vassalage, and would declare himself independent ; and 1 had asked 
‘M. Guizot what France would do in that case, and whether she would then 
unite herself with the other Powers to compel Mehemet Ali to return to. his 
allegiance; and I observed. that the only answer which M. Guizot had given me 
was, “alors comme alor,” an answer which certainly was not calculated to 
‘encourage the belief that even in the extreme case thus suj ‘by me, France 
would find it possible to join in coercive measures agaiust Mehemet Ali. 

In my second interview, I showed M. Guizot several passages in despatches 
from Earl Granville and from yourself, all tending to prove that the 
held by the French Government for several months past bad been, that it was 
impowible for any French Government to take part in coercive measures against 
Mebemot Ali. And I further observed, that the very ground upon which the 
French Government had declined the Inst proposal made to it by Baron Neamana 
aud myself was, that Mebemet Ali would never willingly eousent to any division 
whatever of Syria; and that, ax France would not be a party to. the employment 
of courcion against him, she could not join to press upon him an arrangement 
‘whieh she know beforehand, he would not agree to without coercion, 

‘The thinl passage was that which says that the French Government had 
declared, that in no caw would France oppose the measures which the Four 
Powers might think necosmry for the execution of the arrangement whieb they 
considered emontial for the future peace of the Levant, Ile said. this assortion 
was much too general, and had never been made by Franoy. That on the 
contrary, if out of the measures adopted. by tho Four Powers, eveuts were to 
arise which would essentially ebange the rvlative strength of the Powers of 
Europe; if, for instance, a Ruwian army were to enter Asia Minor, and to remain 
for any length of time in oecupation thereof, ia any such case, Franee would 
consider homelf free to take auch cour ax her interests or her honour might 


1 maid, that this was quite understood j nod the passage of the Memorandum 
which hie siverted to, related only to thove immediate measures of coercion which 
hhad often been discussed between the Five Powers and the particular object of 
‘which would be to induce tho Pasha to accept the reasonable offers of the Sultan, 
and thus to secure the integrity and inilependence of the Turkish Empire. 

T then again urged upon M. Gnizot how desirable it woukd be that France 
should employ ber inuence with the Pasha, to peruade bim at once to accept 
the liberal terms which wero to be offered to him; and I waid, that although 
France had been prevented by domestic considerations, from joining the other 
Four Powers, she might thus by giving us her moral aid, contribute to the 
re-establishment of permanent peace in the Levant, ex effectually as if she 
hhad boen party to the Convention.

‘M. Guizot seemed unprepared for this statement, although having for some 
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days before been aware that the Plenipotentiaries of the Four Powers were in 
close communication with the Plenipotentiary of the Porte, he must have 

‘anticipated that some engagements were about to be entered into between them. 

He said, that such a proceeding on the part of the Four Powers, would oblige 

France to be in foree, in great force, in the Levant. ‘ 

T said, that of course the French Government must judge for itself on that 
matter; but I trasted he would allow me to express a hope that the French 
force would not be so placed as to'renider likely any collision between it and the 
Britich fleet. Ho said, of course care would be taken to guard against that. T 
then said, that I would beg further to hope that the French force would not be 
‘0 placed as to encourage Mehemet Ali to resist; and M. Guizot equally assared 
me that the French Government could have no intention of doing anything of 
the kind. 

‘M. Guizot said, that he much regretted that we had chosen so inopportune 
moment to enter into our Convention, just at the time when Mehemet Ali 
and the Sultan were about to come to an amicable understanding by a direct 
negotiation between them, I said, that no accounts which we had lately received 
tended to show that any such direct arrangement was more likely than heretofore 
to be made; that, on tho contrary, the Sultan still looked to the Powers who 
signed the Collective Note, for the fulfilment of the expectations of aid and 
support which that Note held out; and that only the other day the Turkish 
Ambassador, Chokib Effondi, had sent me a long Note, urging the same thing in 
‘the most pressing manner. 

M. Guitot said, that it seemed to him a pity, and not worth while that we 
‘should incar the tisk of bringing on all the serious consequences which ho foresnw 
as pomible results of our Convention, merely for the sake of restoring to the 
Sultan three or four miserable Pashalics in Syria. T said, that in tho first place 
[felt convineed that the dangers which he alluded to would certainly flow from 
the French plan, and would in all probability, be averted by ours; but that, ax to 
the value of Syria, Tmust observe, that its value may pérlaps bo measured by the 
tenacity with which Mobemot Ali clings to it; and that, if Syria wero not, as we 
allege, a military position which forms tho key of the Asiatic Provinees of 
Turkey, Mehemet Ali might, porhaps, have been as willing to give it up, as he 
is to clacuato Arabia and Candle 

M. Guizot remarked, that faleo pride sometimes makes men cling to what 
they have, though it be of «mall valuc, or though ite relinguishment would bo 
for their good; and he instanced the easo of Napoleon, who might have retained 
large and powerful kingdom if he liad neceptod the offers of the Allien, but 
whose false pride would not allow him to give up his conquests, Lsald, that 1 
could not admit tho cases to bo parallel, of that one was an example for the 
other; but that if it were #0, the rovult of Napoleon's refusal might usefully be 
pointed out as alarming to Mebemet Ali 

M. Gulzot said, in conclusion, that the British and French Governments 
unfortunately differ widely in opinion upon all those matters, and when diffor- 
ences of opinion upon future matters aro thus ireconeileable, nothing but ovents 
ean decide between the differing parties. ‘That if events should provo that wo 
are right, and if all those affairs shall bo settled as we expect them to bo, the 
French Goverament will be delighted to find its apprebensions unfounded. “But 
that if, on the other hand, their view should tum out to be correct, and the 
future embarrusments and dangers which they foresee, should come to be 
realised, at least the responsibility of rach a stato of things will not rest with 
them, ‘To this position, I, of cour, entirely assented. é

Sir John asks me, 
“ig in the event of his having to proceed to the coast of Syria, I should consider 
it necessary that any ships should be left at the Dardanelles” I answered, that 
T did not see any danger whatever from Russia at present, nor from any quarter 
excepting Mehemet Ali; and should he make auy attempt to send his fleet here, 
Hor Majesty's squadron, heing off the coast of Syria, could counteract him; ond if 
Thrahim should advaneo with his troops to threaten the capital, the squadron 
could roturn here in time to protect it. 

‘The Russians have sent the chief part of the troops previously stationed 
about Sevastopol, to carry on war in the Caucasus, and are therefore without 
Proper means to make any attempt upon this place, had they any such intention, 
whieh I believe to be wholly out of the question.

An observation that, when M, de Ie Redorto had started, ho had received 
Instructions to hold. himself in constant communication with Mr. Aston, and to 
‘act In concert with him, but that now France stood alone, led ux necesarily 10 
the recont Convention, which M.‘Thiers said fell upon him dirvetly after he Ind 
‘boon muecomsful in terminating our differences with Naples, whore he had certainly, 
for tho sake of peace and bis rolations with us, favoured Great Britain at the 
expence of His Majesty the King of the Two Sicilien. 

T replied to this olsorration, that though I had too high an opinion of him 
to believe, for one moment, that he had acted otherwise throoghout that affair,

T could tolt him all the circumstances of the case, When the ruptore 
Detwoen Mehmet Ali and the Sultan took place last yest, both Governments 
were acting togethers both Governments held the same language here. and even 
their Ambacatore signed the same document at Constantinople; and what was 
tha substance of that language as carried out ia that document ?—the language 
of support to the Sultan. In coufurmity with this language, we had also framed 
instructions to our Admiral. in the Mediterranean; and #0 much did we think 


tho views: of Bngland and France coincided, that those instructions were sent 
here to be shown to the French Government, and, on being approved of, to be 
sent on. 

‘The French Government had objected to part of the said instructions, and, 
consequently, they liad Deen altered. But how objected? Merely ax to their

‘To this Heehid Pasha. replied, * Ahmed has 
hoon fuilty of treason of the deepest dye, and the Sublime Porte will never

HAVE the honour to acquaint your Lordship, that the combined Egyptian, 
‘Turkish, and Albanian forces marched from Beyrout on the 13th instant, aguinst 
tho insurgents of Monnt Lebanon. 

During the encampment of these troops in the neighbourhood of Beyrout, 
from the time of their landing from the Turkish floet, their principal occupation 
‘was destruction and devastation; burning the mulberry plantations (the chief 
riches of the country), pillaging churches, and driving off the cattle of the 
peneeable inhabitants 

‘Their march up Labavon was treet from Beyrout by smoking villages and 
convents, whilst the Albanians committed acts the most revolting and atrocious; 
robbery, violation of fomales, and murder of the Maronito clergy who fell in their 
‘way. 

Captain Naplen ot Wor Mifetys Whip « Powerful” addrewed s letter of 
romonstrance to Abbas Pasha on the subject, expressive of his horror of such

finds himeelf and which fore him to seek is advantage in the act which, it is 

1, he will porform. 

*Leoncur in the views of his Excelleney respecting the fleet, that it must 
bo restored sooner of Inter; and Tentertain strong opinion that It bx ‘oot in 
sible but the retum of the flect at this moment, under the conditions which 
‘wore annexed to it by Mehemet Ali, might be highly mischievous to the Sublime 

rte: his Excellency reeolleots that Mehemet All proposed to send the fleet 
buck, under the command of his son, Sail Hoy, His Kxeelieney knows, that 
Moliomet Ali has placed a large number of his own amen in the fleet, and it may 
to, that he will place more Of them in it whenever he shall send it back. If, 
such magagement, Mebemet Ali ean obtain the real conteoul over the floct, whi 
is not only posible, but eary, that fleet, when it sball arrive here, will be the 
master of the Dantanelles and of the ‘capital; and, acting in unison with 
ertans of Mebemet At, will render the Divan a eypic, and His Imperial 
Mtnjesty tho Sultan will be compelled to more only in the tanner in which 
Mehmet Ali shall order his crestures to dirvet.

naval officer commanding the French flect might bring on events which both 

tries would have reason to deplore, but for which, in such a case, the French 
Government alone would be responsable, 

Your Excellency may assure M, Thiers, that the British squadron will 
studiously avoid anything which may be calculated to bring on unprovoked 
collision with the French shipss but the British Admiral has orders which be 
ust execute, and of course he cannot permit himself tobe thwarted or 
obstructed by any foreign force in the execution of those orders, 

Your Excellency may, however, inform M. Thiers, that he is perfeetly correct 
in bis supposition as to the manner in which Her Majesty's Government under- 
stand the Law of Nations as applicable to Blockade ; and the Four Powers who 
have aigned the Convention of the Lith of July, stand in this respect, with 
regard to the Sultan, just in the sume relation in which France, England, and 
Portugal, stood to Spain, by vietue of the Quadruple Alliance. “The Four 
Powers cannot be at war With Mehemet Ali, any more than the three could be 
‘at war with Don Carlos, beenuse no Power ‘can be at war with the subject of 
another State; and as & commercial blockade is x purely belligerent right, the 

‘our Powers cannot exercise that right of blockade against Mebemet Ali But a 
Bovereign may lawfully ction with any part of his territory 
which Is in rebelion and may prevent supplies ofall ki 

‘eing furnished, either by sea or land, to such of his subjects as may be 

st his authority, and therefore the Sultan might, with respect to 
Kaypt, take meastres which his Allies would not be entitled themselves 
to take,

‘OUR Colleagues of Austria, Prussia, and Russia, and myself, are anxious 
to manifest our respect for your Excellency’s person, and the high value at 
which we estimate the relations of friendship by which our several countries are 
happily united at thie womnent, and we hope that your Excellency will accept as 
the evidence of the sentiments here expressed, s communication which, in the 
‘name of oar Colleagues, I have the honour to lay before you. 

"Your Excellency is acquainted with the anlent wishes of the Govern- 
ments of Austria, Great Britain, Prussia, and Rustia, to devise measures in 
concert with the Government of France for the pacification of the Levant, by 
the united efforts of the Five Powers; and your Excellency knows that’ the 
Government of France hns not thought itself at liberty to concur in opinion 
with the other Great Powers, friends of France, upon that point. 

“This ia the subject of the communication | am charged to make to your 
Excellency, and to acquaint you that the Courts of Austria, Great Britain, 
Prussia, anid Russia, have signed « Convention with the Sultan, for the purpose 
of securing the future pence of Turkey, 

“The Pour Courts, we are convinced, in making this Convention, have felt 
the greatest regret to find themselves neting in an affair of European interest, 
‘without the warm conetirrence of France ; but that regret, it is evident, must be 
Giminished by the consideration, that the co-operation of the Freach Govern- 
nent has been denied, in consequence of motives which induce the French 
Government to abstain from taking part in measures of coercion against 
Mehemet Ali, but not from the desire or intention of the French Government 
to oppose the measures which the Four Courts, in concert with the Soltan, 
might judge to be necessary to obtain the compliance of the Pasha of Exypt. 
Itt to be presumed, therefore, that the Four Courts must entertain the hope, 
founded upon the known friendly feelings of France, and upon the evident 
interest of all, that the separation which has taken place will be of short 
duration, and that the powerful influence of the French Government at Alex- 
‘andria will be exerted to persuade Mehemet Ali to submit to the arrangements 
which the Sultan will propose. 

Having thus, in compliance with the wish of our Colleagues, made the 
foregoing communication, mainly for the purpose of manifesting our esteem and 
regard for your Excellency's person, I have nothing more to say, than to assure 
your Excellency of my highest consideration.

which I this day received from the Sublime Porte, and alsy a Project of a 

Note to be addressed to the members of the Diplomatic Corps, with the 


exception of the Austrian Internuncio and myself. ‘The Note will be sent 
on the 15th or 16th. 

Your Lordship will be for the deposition of Mehemet Ali, 
and for the establishment of a blockade, by my despatches, particularly 
No. 197, The Representatives of the Four Powers have’ unanimously 
supported the Porte in these measures, being convinced, after the most 
mature consideration of the state of affairs, that there was no other line 
to take that would not have lft the greatest possible advantages in the 
hands of Mchemet Ali, and allowed scope for the operation of the French 
policy. We also were satisfied that half measures would induce those to 
adhere to Mehemet Ali, who would probably abandon him when they 
should sce that the Porte was in earnest, and was really supported by the 
Four Great Powers, and that France could not produce any effect upon 
them by her attempts to intimidate. 

Itis intended to send the notification of Mehemet Ali's deposit 
and of the blockade, in a steamer, to the officer commanding the British 
ships of war before Alexandria, and to request him to send them to the 
Pasha under a flag of truce, or in such other way as he may think proper. 
I will write to him to that effect, and the steamer will be sent off on the 
16th or 17th instant. 

Twill acquaint the Admiral with these measures, and call upon him 
to accede to the request of the Sublime Porte. ‘The fateruuncio will write 
to Admiral Bandiera to the same effect. 

‘The period fixed for the commencement of the blockade, namely, that

My dear Granville, Carlton Terrace, October 8, 1840. 

LAM going out of town for a day, and have not time to write you & 
despatch, therefore, I send you a private letter instead. 

Pray go to the Ring immediately, and say you are instructed to 

the most friendly, but at the same time the most earnest manner, steps which 
‘we hear are under consideration, and which, if taken, would either make war 
inevitable, of at least render the continuance or rraumption (if they here 
ceased) of fricndly relations a matter of the utmost difficulty. 

‘We hear that two things are under coasideration—first, what is now 
called an Anconade ; sccondly, some declaration ax to what France will, and 
‘what she will not pereuit. 

‘Now, as to the first, it would be (and you will know how to convey the 
idea in civil terms) nothing more or less than an act of piracy. 

‘The Five Powers, France included, have declared their determination to 
usta the iteprity aed independence ofthe Turkah Empire, 

Four out of the five are labouring to carry their principles into 
practice. 

‘The fifth, for reasons of her own, declines being a party to the exeeuti 
anid therefore, because the other four are acting up to her own principles, 
is to seize posesion ofa portion of the territory of the very’ Sovereign whom 
she has pledged herself to support. Such a proceeding would be so inconsistent 
with every principle which governs, or ought. to the intercoarse 
between man and man, or between nation and nation, that we are sure that the

Por 
France stands out upon her anour-propre, and adheres to opinioux merely 
hecause she entertainod them at a former period. While the Four Powers 
stand out upon their opinion, because. they are convince: that its execution 
is essential to the peace of Europe, and to ihe preservation of the balance of 
power. I-said, that regard for emour-propre was not a ground upon which the 
reat affairs of Europe could be placed; and that the considerations which 
Influence the Four Powers seemed to me to be the true guide of Goveromenta, 

M, Guizot said, that this conversation was merely. preliminary, because 
he could not, till he arrived at Paris, know. whether such a Govenment 
could be formed av he would like to’ belong to; but that if he should take
